Kitty Haw k Fight 
Details Revealed 


PE A RL HARBOR. 
Hawaii 
(AP) 
- 
About 100 black and white sailors were 
involved in last month’s racial fight aboard 
the aircraft carrier Kitty Hawk and the 
fighting with knives, forks and chains 
lasted several hours, according to crewmen 
of the ship 
The carrier docked here 
Wednesday en route to its home port of San 
Diego after duty off Vietnam Newsmen 
were barred from vessel but several sailors 
anonymously gave their version of the Oct 
12 incident in which 46 persons were 
injured. 
Their report was the first account of the 
incident since the Navy confirmed in a 
terse announcement that a disturbance 
had occurred and was being investigated 
The sailors interviewed said the fighting 
finally 
was 
quelled 
by 
club-swinging 
Marines They said tension lingered for 
some time after the incident but life 
aboard the ship "has been real good 
lately.” 
"We re just anxious to get home now. 
that's all.” said one crewman 
Many of those interviewed blamed the 
disturbance on combat stress. 
One crewman said the ship had been "on 
the line longer, in hard combat longer, than 
any other ship ” 
The sailors said the ill feelings between 
black and whites began with a fight in a 
Manila nightclub, though the reason was 
not clear. 
The Kitty Hawk arrived off North 
Vietnam last February. Six months of duty 
was expected, sailors said. It went to the 
Philippines, 
where 
the 
initial 
fracas 
occurred before its last month of combat. 
When the ship returned to combat, they 
said. the discontent spread 
The Oct. 12 incident was touched off, one 
sailors said, when a black sailor asked for 
two sandwiches in the ship's mess hall and 
was given only one. 
An argument led to a fight, with several 
dozen blacks taking the lead, several white 
sailors said 
"From there. 
they (the blacks) just 
went rummaging 
through 
the 
compartments looking for a white to haul 
out and beat up, one sailor said 
"They were using knives and forks and 
chains and about everything else they 
could get their hands on,” said another 
He said he saw a friend "beaten to a 
pulp ”

Lotte ry in Ne w J e rs e y 
Ha s Be c ome a Re a lity

New Jersey began 
selling 
daily lottery tickets todav, be­ 
coming the first of six North­ 
eastern states with lotteries to 
take 
on 
their 
major 
com­ 
petition, organized crime, in 
dollar-to-dollar combat. 
For the first time since the 
modern public lottery began in 
New Hampshire in 1964, lotter>- 
officials hope to make their 
system competitive with the il­ 
legal numbers racket. 
The first of New Jersey’s 
daily 
drawings 
will 
be 
on 
Wednesday and daily lotteries 
should be in operation in the 
other five states by next spring. 
The main objective for the 
states is to raise revenues, but 
the motive is even more basic. 
Gov. William T. Cahill of 
New Jersey said his state — in 
addition to continuing its week­ 
ly lottery which eventually cul­ 
minates in a $1 million drawing 
— will offer a 26-to-l chance of 
winning on the daily tickets. 
“ We know of no other lottery 
— legal or illegal — now in ex­ 
istence that can match those 
odds,’’ he said. “ Even if you 
lose, your money is going for a 


good purpose, rather than an 
evil purpose.” 
There is yet another reason 
for the daily drawings: 
the 
hopes of state officials to sus­ 
tain the public's interest in lot­ 
teries. 
New Hampshire began with a 
schedule of several drawings a 
year and sold $3 tickets The 
initial response was good, but 
Sweepstakes 
officials 
soon 
found that the system needed 
constant revision and special 
drawings to spark a renewed 
public interest. 
New York climbed on the lot­ 
tery bandwagon in 1967. Within 
the past two years, Pennsylva­ 
nia. New Jersey, Connecticut 
and Massachu.setts joined the 
ranks. 
As the competition between 
states grew stiffer, new twists 
and exotic prizes were added. 
Semiannual drawings became 
monthly, biweekly and weekly 
drawings. Ticket prices were 
cut to 50 cents and top prizes 
varied from $1 million cash to 
$50,000 a year for life. 
Officials .say the weekly lot­ 
tery has proven the most popu­ 
lar because lower ticket prices 
and weekly payoffs are more 
attractive to the bettor. Still. 


state lotteries failed to make an 
appreciable dent in the take of 
the numbers game.
